Compuier artist Frank Dietrich and his 
wife, Zsuzsa Molnar, were Ylem members 
in its early days.

“Here in Vienna things are pretty crazy, 
we have been developing our business 
and our team very quickly. We are active 
in half a dozen countries in Eastern 
Europe with about ten local distributors.

The 
economic and political situation 
surrounding us is very dramatically 
changing and in some cases—as you 
know—auite traumatic.

the ethnic tensions in Russia are not as 
well known, but take their daily toll... and 
many millions do not know where to go 
from here and how to make ends meet. At 
the same time a few people have 
substantial amounts of money available... 
god knows where it is coming from the 
old party, drugs, the Mafia, currency 
exchange, quick (and dirty trade}, 
prostitution, etc.... If there is one thin 
clear it is that this region will be instable 
for a long time to come but also a major 
growth market, one of the largest | 
know.... The folks we are dealing with 
are young, energetic, very motivated and 
har Geming: Actually, they work much 
harder than the Austrians or Germans we 
know. It is pleasure to see how well some 
people can find their way and how well 
they know to take thing into their own 
hands. 


“SGI is often asked to support shows here 
with virtual reality and interactive 
installations with machines. | have 
changed from artist to a producer, of 
sorts.

Guest Lecturer: Jurgen Claus, artist and 
professor at The Academy of Media Arts 
in Cologne, Germany 


One of Claus’ projects is the SolArt 
Global Network 1995. The aim of the 
SolArt Global Network 1995 is to bring 
artists together to work with outdoor 
solar media, such as outdoor 
holograms, light works powered by, or 
reflecting sun light. Highlights of this 
Solar Festival will be positioned around 
the Planet in July and August of 1995. 


Claus is interested in exploring new 
environmental and ecological issues and 
how the work of artists can shape and 
respond to new cultural values. The 
importance of artists making use of solar 
power cannot be overemphasized: Their 
works prepare people to recognize the 
possibilities of a good life using less 
energy, and with it, an ecological 
stable world by 2025, when it will hold 
10 billion people. Technology alone 
cannot stabilize it. 


Claus believes that the study of the 
Biosphere is more than the study of 
ecology: it is the creation of a gestalt, a 
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paradigm deeply connected with 
morphology, the study of the processes 
of change. And gestaltcreation is the 
sphere of the arts. 


Att history will be re-evaluated in the 


light of the Biosphere Interface. 


“Probably,” he says, “We have to go 
back into the ‘deep time’ of art, leaving 
aside the narrowing views of ‘modern’ 
art, but not towards a random ‘post 
modern’ everything-goes, but towards 
values.” The curriculum will revolve 
around the issues of human survival, a 
new foundation for the liberal arts. 


He says, “We do know our perceptions 
of reality, our judgements and fears 
follow a primeval pattern. This is the 
result of a chain of mutations of more 
than 2,000 human generations in Earth. 
Our genetic software programs us- 
somewhat reliably- only in the Meso- 
cosmos, in the nearby dimensions. We 
apparently do not have the genetic 
software fo realize the new frontiers in 
the “Micro- and Macro-cosmos.” 


Professor Claus has been a fellow and 
research affiliate at CAVS/MIT and has 
authored : Expansion of Art {1970}, 
Planet Ocean (1972), and Electronic 
Bauhaus (1987).
